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In accordance with 35 U.S.C. § 116 and 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a), Applicant and co-inventor 
Housh Khoshbin respectfully requests entry of the attached Declaration and Power of Attorney, 
without the signatures of inventors Marc Shoemaker and William Brown, 

Marc Shoemaker and William Brown refuse to execute the Declaration and have given 
clear indications that further cooperation by them in the prosecution of the Application will not 
be forthcoming. (See Exhibit A, Declaration of Facts of Housh Khoshbin). As explained in the 
Declaration of Facts of Housh Khoshbin, Mr. Khoshbin presented a copy of the Application and 
Application papers to Mr. Shoemaker and Mr. Brown, on several occasions, for signature and 
repeatedly explained to Mr. Shoemaker and Mr. Brown the legal significance of these 
documents. (See Exhibit B). Mr. Shoemaker and Mr. Brown have already assigned the 
invention to Mr. Khoshbin in a Mutual Assignment and License Agreement.

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Although Section IH of this Agreement assigns the patent rights to Mr. Khoshbin, Mr. 
Shoemaker and Mr. Brown refuse to sign the Declaration and Power of Attorney. 

On February 17, 2004, a letter enclosing a Declaration and Power of Attorney, along with 
a copy of the Patent Application as filed, was sent directly to Mr. Leonard Novara, President of 
Innotech Systems, Inc. at 310 Main Street, Port Jefferson, NY 11777. (See Exhibit D). Copies 
were also sent directly to Mr. Shoemaker and Mr. Brown at that same address. To date, there has 
been no response. 

Thus, Applicant respectfully requests that the present Application be accepted without the 
signatures of Marc Shoemaker and William Brown within the Declaration and Power of 
Attorney. 

Our check No. 20242 in the sum of $130 as required under 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(h) also is 
submitted herewith.
